35 Years of Service 


The 34th District Court, then.....

The 34th District Court cele- 
brated its 35th Anniversary on 
January 2, 2004. A recent look 
at the Court archives by Judge 
Brian A. Oakley uncovered the 
momentous occasion on the 
front page of a local newspa- 
per. Despite missing the 34/34 
designation, plans are under- 
way by Judge Oakley, Chief

January 22, 2004 from 4:00 
p.m. until 7:00 p.m.

In conjunction with the 
inaugural anniversary, the 
Court will offer an Amnesty 
Program that began January 
5, 2004 and will run through 
January 22, 2004. The Am- 
nesty program will allow 
those with outstanding cases 
at the Court to pay fines and 
costs without penalty during 
this time. However, you must 
specifically state you want to 
take advantage of the Am- 
nesty program to be eligible. 

Judge Oakley said the arti- 
cle marking the anniversary 
started him thinking about the 
history of the Court over the 
last 35 years remembering it 
as a “court on wheels” locat- 
ed on Eureka Road. 

When the district court was 
formed in 1968, the law said 
it had to be held in the venue 
with the largest population, 
which was Romulus. The 
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_ Judge Tina Brooks Green and 


only spot available for the 
court’s use was located in the 
old Hale Elementary School 
located at 30240 Eureka 
Road. Before the court could 
move in, extensive remodel- 
ing had to take place and dur- 
ing the construction phase 
court took up temporary 
quarters in the Van Buren 
Township Hall. At one end of 
the township boardroom was

court officer. The court 
moved into the Eureka facili- 
ty on July 7, 1969. 

The first elected judge was 
Francis D. Ross, who re- 
signed after a mere month in 
office. Richard D. Dunn was 
appointed interim judge until 
Michigan Governor William 
Milliken appointed Judge 
James B. Stone to fill the 
post. By the spring of 1971, 
the caseload of 34th District 
Court increased and a second 
judicial seat was added. 
Henry Zaborowski was elect- 
ed to the seat in 1974, joining 
Judge Stone. 

Caseloads continued to 
increase at the court and talks 
began between the cities of 
Belleville and Romulus and 


the townships of Huron, 


Sumpter and Van Buren to 
provide a permanent court 
building to meet the growth 
needs of the court. 

In 1976, the Local Public 
Works Capitol Development 
and Investment Act contained 
funds for the construction of 
municipal buildings. The 
City of Romulus made an 
application for a construction 
grant with support from the 
other four venues. The grant 
was approved for 100 percent 
federal funding. The court 
moved into their new site at 
11131 South Wayne Road in 
1978. An expansion of that 
facility was constructed in 


and now.... 


1991 and a new judge, Felix 
Rogalle was elected in 1990. 
Judge Stone served with dis- 
tinction as a 34th District Court 
judge until his retirement in 
1989. When Judge Stone 
retired, William Szlinis was 
appointed by Governor James 
Blanchard. Judge Szlinis was 
elected to his first full term in 
1990 and was then re-elected 
to another term in 1996. 
Judge Tina Brooks Green 
defeated Judge Rogalle in 
1994, becoming the first 


woman to serve on the bench 
at 34th District Court. After 
serving four terms Judge Za- 
borowski retired in 1998. The 
populace chose Brian A. Oak- 
ley to fill the seat occupied by 
Judge Zaborowski. In 2002, 
Judge Szlinis retired and 
David M. Parrott was elected 
to his seat. “The Open House 
celebration will be a great 
opportunity for the community 
to visit the building, look at 
some neat old pictures and 
chat with the Judges and staff,” 








said Oakley. “We are looking 
forward to it.” 

Chief Judge Tina Brooks 
Green acknowledges the long 
and distinguished history of 
the Court. 

“The district court is the only 
court most people will have 
contact with and we hope peo- 
ple will avail themselves of 
this opportunity to visit the 
Court,” said Green, “It will 
give a new understanding and 
appreciation for our judicial 
system and our country.”
